G,S.R. 651(E),—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 124, read with sub-section (1) of 
132 of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approves the Kandla Port Employees 
(Leave) Amendment Regulations, 1997 made by the Board of Trustees for the Port of Kandla and set out in the Schedule 
annexed to this notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 
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SCHEDULE 

KANDLA PORT EMPLYEES (LEAVE)(AMENDMENT) REGULATIONS, 1997 


In exercise of the powers conferred under Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Board of 
Trustees of the Port of Kandla hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the Kandla Port Employees (Leave) 
Regulations, 1964, namely :— 


T. These Regulations may be called "Kandla Port Employees (Leave) (Amendment) Regulations, 1997," 

II. These Regulations shall apply to all persons who are employed in the service of the Board, and shall be extended to 

'A' & 'B 1 category shore workers and Sorter & Markers who have been extended the benefits as admissible to 'B' 
category shore workers. 

III. The figure "180" appearing in the following Regulations shall be substituted as "240" :— 

(1) Sub-Regulations (ii) of Regulations 7. 

(2) Proviso under Regulation 8(1). 

(3) 2nd Proviso under Regulation 8(1). 

(4) Sub-Regulation (3) of Regulation 8. 

(5) Sub-Regulation (6) of Regulation 14, 

(6) Sub-Regulation (7) (a) of Regulation 14. 

(7) Explanation (3) under Sub-Regulation (7) of Regulation 14. 

(8) Sub-Regulation (8) of Regulation 14. 

(9) Sub-Regulation (9) (a) (i) of Regulation 14. 

(10) Sub-Regulation (9) (a) (iii) of Regulation 14. 

(11) Note (2) below Sub-Regulation (9)(b) of Regulation 14. 

IV. The figure “90” appearing in Sub-Regulation (9)(a)(ii) of Regulation 14 shall be substituted as “120;” 

V. After Sub-Regulation(9) of Regulation 14, the following shall be inserted as Sub-Regulation(lO). 

"(10) An employee of the Board who retires on super annuation shall be allowed to encash the entire half pay leave 
(HPL) at his credit subject to the condition that pension and pension equivalent of other retirement benefits 
shall be deducted from the amount payable as cash equivalent. 

(11) The encashment will be subject to the following conditions:— 

(i) The amount of encashment of HPL will be calculated in the manner as provided under Note (1) (b) below 

Sub-Regulation (9) (b) of Regulation 14 and paid together with encashment of Earned Leave. 

(ii) The amount so calculated shall be paid in one lump sum as a one time settlement."
